The correspondent found during his 
stay aboard the New Mexico that the 
American Nav y has indeed become a 
g reat national univ ersity insofar as it 
is a factor in not only 'raining men, 
but teaching them ‘lie v alue of rig ht 
liv ing . 
At the conclusion of a Sunday m orn­ 
ing serv ice, attended by sev eral h u n­ 
dred of tlu> New Mexico’s crew and 
most of Its officers not on duty, Cliap- 
laiu 10. W. Scott, the flag ship’s reli­ 
g ious officer, made a statement to the 
correspondent in which he emphasized 
the aims of the welfare section of the 
nav y. 
“We want tt> semi the men of the 
i na \> hack to heir homes in such form 
that they can become substantial in- 
I tlueutial citizens,” said the Rev . Mr. 
j Scott. “So on» ' of tht‘ most important 
; features o’ the welfare work aboard 
¡our ships and at our nav al Stations 
| ashore is to teach the newcomer he 
| must accept 
definite res|K>nsibllities. 
“ Morally the men of the Pacific fleet 
measiir up to the standard of any sim ­ 
ilar h tly 
of American 
men. 
They 
come from all sections of the country, 
from all conditions o'" society. 
But 
once 
t h e y g et into uniform and g et 
the spirit 
of thing s they g radually 
mould themselv es into different sorts 
of men from wha‘ they were. 
“The nav y and the army are not re­ 
formatories in any sense. They do not 
want men who will not obey. But a 
g reat deal can be done by nav al offi­ 
cers in helping men to ov ercome bad 
habits, to recog nize the need of disci­ 
pline, of punctuality and of honesty in 
the r ev ery day (Hiv es. 
“ It is a delig ht to me to be able tt) 
help backward men, ’o correct faults 
wh t h can be ov ercome by a little m or­ 
al persuasiv e power. Many letters art' 
written each year by anxious moth­ 
ers, sisters, brothers, fathers, sweet­ 
hearts and other relativ es of men in 
the nav y to the captains of the v ar­ 
ious ships and turned ov er to the chap 
lains, 
“Sometimes the complaint will con­ 
cern irreg ular rem ittances of money 
to the folks at home, or neg lig ence in 
answering letters, or little infractions 
of discipline which hav e come to the 
notice of someone who has the wel­ 
fare of the one mentioned at heart.

The offenders take their lectures’ in 
a g ood natured way. and in most cases 
do not hav e to be so addressed ag ain. 
“References were made recently in 
a Los Ang eles Mayoralty campaig n? to 
alleg ed v ice in v arious parts of the 
city. So *'ar as I know Ix>s Ang eles is 
one of the cleanest big cities in the 


Far West. In 
connection

Of 
course no check is made of w hat our 
men do when they g o ashore, but I am 
sure such charg es are not true of the 
men of the Pacific fleet as a class. 
“ I hav e found that most of tne Am­ 
erican nav al men are anxious to ob­ 
tain as much educational training as 
possible. Some of the New Mexico’s 
crew are students in corresponaence 
courses and send their papers reg ular 
lv to Hit' headuqarters of these v arious 
schools.
